There is no amount of Public Money voted for the Police of the Metropolis in each 
year. 

The 3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 89, s. 1, provides for the payment of a certain proportion of 
money from the Consolidated Fund towards the maintaining the Police, as therein 
specified. 

The 3 &, 4 Will. 4, c. 89, s. 2, provides “ That no larger sum than Sixty thousand 
Pounds shall be issued out of the Consolidated Fund in any one year’' for the above 
purpose. 

The 2 & 3 Viet. c. 47, s. 2, provides, that “ Parishes may be added, to form part of 
the Metropolitan Police District.” 

The 2 & 3 Viet. c. 47, s. 3, provides “ An additional yearly sum out of the Con- 
solidated Fund, not greater in each case than the amount of Two-pence in the Pound 
upon the additional rental assessed to the Metropolitan Police by reason of such 
addition.” 

The 2 & 3 Viet. c. 47, s. 6, provides “ A yearly sum, not greater than Twenty 
thousand Pounds,” to defray the increased charges of the establishment by reason of the 
Thames Police and Horse Patrol having been incorporated with the Metropolitan Police; 
also, such further sum as shall be needed for the payment of the Superannuation Allow- 
ances of such Surveyors, Constables, &c., as shall have retired under the provisions of 
an Act 3 Geo. 4, or any subsequent Act, for the more effectual administration of the office 
of a Justice of the Peace in and near the Metropolis.
